William Caldwell, a CIO inter­ 
national 
representative, said the 
union would obey a court order by 
limiting its picket line to five men 
if the com pany perm itted entry to 
the plant by only those workers on 
the payroll before the strike began 
last July 25. 
Clyde Hoffman, attorney for the 
com pany, said the company wanted 
the old em ployes plus about 20 
hired as replacem ents for workers 
w ho norm ally would quit their jobs 
to retu rn to school in the fall. 
The attitudes of the negotiators 
nearly two hours after the m eeting 
opened 
rep resen ted 
considerable 
progress from opening proposal*. 
At first, the union demanded the 
plant close completely. 
The com­ 
pany dem anded the truce be dis­ 
cussed for all four plants in three 
Indiana cities but later agreed to 
limit the talks to the New Castle 
plant. 
Caldwell said the union flatly 
opposed en try of ‘‘.strikebreakers" 
into the plant.

those people m ight come back.” 
“T hat would be a catastrophe,” 
he said.
